Sanford on invitation ot the Sanford 
hoard of trade for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the matter of forming a navi- 
gation district and taking what pre- 
liminary steps were thought advis- 
able by the representatives. 


New

the gathering by H. I. Hamilton, R 
A. George, H. U. Bonnet, B. H. WH- 
son, H. L. Rood, J. Y. Detwiler and J. 
S. Duss. 


The purposes of such a district and 


the manner in which it can be formed 
-were explained by Attorney P. A. Vans 
Agnew of Jacksonville, who is prob- 
ably as well informed on waterway 
and drainage matters as any man in

This paper reviewed physical condi 
tions of Florida and gave a glowing 
picture of the great benefits to be de- 
rived in the future by improvement 
-of its inland waterways, which are 
greater In natural opportunity than 
those of any other state. 


Following a general discussion, the 


meeting recessed after

committee on resolutions to consider 
the documents submitted by the var- 
ious attendants. 
This body consist-

cation regarding the object of a nav- 
igation district and the benefits to be 
secured through the development of 
the fa«ilities afforded by the improve- 
ment of Florida's natural Inland wa 
terways.

CROPS DAMAGED AND MANY 


OF CITRUS FRUIT TREES HAVE 


BEEN KILLED. 


It is impossible at this time to es- 


timate the extent of the damage done 
by the freezes Friday, Saturday and 
Monday nights, but it is known that 
this section of the state was hit hard 
along with almost every other section 
of Florida. The freezing temperatures 
did not reach the extreme southern 
portion of the state, but all other 
parts suffered heavily as a result of 
the cold weather. 


The lowest 
temperature 
reached 


Friday 
night was 23 degrees, ac- 


cordin? to the 
government ther- 


mometer at the Nordman place north 
of the city, the lowest temperature 
reached Saturday night was 19 de- 
grees, and the lowest reached Monday 
night was 28 degrees. Both Friday 
and Saturday nights the freezing tem- 
peratures were accompanied 
by a 


strong west wind, and this made the 
work of firing the citrus groves more 
difficult. 


The freeze coming so closely after 


the recent hot weather caused more 
damage than it it had been preceded 
by some cooler weather.

In some 
cases the farmers covered their crops 
as far as possible, but were not pre- 
pared for such a decided drop in the 
temperature In many cases the farm 
ers have already begun to replant 
their crops.

tho "big freeze" of 1894 95, but not so,- 
damaging as that one

phone company should pay the city 
of New Smyrna $1,000 for the fran 
chise 
After that tlie telephone com- 


pany paid no further attention to the 
application. 
Recently a connection 


was made by the local telephone com 
panv with the long distance lines 
.which the American company 
had 


strung through the city. The local 
company claims it has a legal right 
to make this connection and the city 
council believes the franchise should 
have been granted first.

In the death of Mrs. Morrison Lew- 


is about 10 o'clock yesterday fore- 
noon, New Smyrna loses another of 
her pioneer residents, and a woman 
who was closely identified through 
many years with the growth and de- 
velopment of this community. 


Mrs Lewis was a native of Ohio, 


in which state she was born '5 years 
ago, and where she spent bar girl- 
hood days. 


Shortly after the war between the 


states Mr. Lewis, who was also a na- 
tive of Ohio, came to this section, and 
finding it a place to his liking, deter- 
mined to settle here 
He went back 


to Ohio, where he was married and 
with his bride returned and settled 
here nearly 50 years ago on the place 
on Canal street which he and Mrs. 
Lewis have made their home ever 
since. When they came here there 
were but four other families in the 
place, and they necessarily underwent 
many hardships during pioneer times. 


Mrs. Lewis was a woman ot bright 


Intellect and much activity and in the 
early days was 
always 
associated 


with whatever tended to upbuild the 
town and community. 


She was a charter member of Trin- 


ity Methodist church and remained 
an active worker until a short time 
before her death. 


Although old age was beginning to 


leave Its mark upon her, Mrs. Lewis 
had been In reasonably good health 
until about two weeks ago, when she 
suffered a stroke of paralysis. This 
was followed In a few days by a sec- 
ond stroke.

day forenoon the third stroke came.

BOND ELECTION IS 


CALLED RY COUNCIL 


RESOLUTION ADOPTED SETTING 


DATE FOR PEOPLE TO VOTE 


ON THE QUESTION FOR THE 


THIRD DAY OF APRIL. 


The bond election to decide wheth- 


er the city shall issue $10,000 worth 
ol bonds tor the purpose of raising 
funds necessary to purchase pipe and 
complete the municipal waterworks, 
has been called by the city council 
and the date set for Tuesday, April 3. 


The necessary resolution calling 


the election was passed by the city 
council at the regular February meet- 
ing held Tuesday night this week, 
and G. M. Marshall, G. H. Crane, L. 
W. Fisher, K. L. Cliilton and J. J. 
Birch were named as inspectors and 
clerks of the election. 


The date first set for the election 


was March 14th, but this was chang- 
ed because of the fact that one of the 
qualifications for voters to 
partici- 


pate in the election is that poll taxes 
must be paid by the second Saturday 
in the month proceeding the election, 
and this would give those who have 
not paid their poll taxes for this year 
only until next Saturday to get their' 
poll tax receipt. By setting the date 
over into next month it will give an 
additional month for the voters to 
thus qualify. 


One-half of the bonds, $5,000, are to 


mature in ten years and the other 
half are to mature in 16 years, the 
denominations are to be $1,000 each 
and the interest rate is set at 6 per 
cent. The bonds are to be dated May 
1, 1917. 


The proposition of purchasing the 


necessary pipe to complete the muni- 
cipal waterworks system has been 
before the council and board of bond 
trustees for several months and all 
pftorts to get the necessary money to 
pat for the pipe Imp failed 
As a 


final resort the couiuil decided to put 
the matter up to the people to vote 
the bonds in pl.ue of making turther 
attempts to borrow tho money as 
it would have to be paid back out of 
money raised by taxes anvwav. 


Etprytlung in connection with the 


waterworks! sjstem 
is 
now 
either 


completed or arrangements made for 


< ompletion with the exception of the 
necessary pipe to make the connec- 
tion between the new well west ot 
the city and the elevated tank. The 
money realized from the sale of the 
bonds will pay for the six-inch pipe 
and for the engine to be installed at 
the well to force the water to the 
city and into the elevated tank. 


The new well west of the city fur- 


nishes a plentiful supply of pure, soft 
water, and 
when the 
waterworks 


system is fully completed the peo- 
ple of New Smyrna will have as pure 
water as can be found at any point 
along the East Coast

It Is a preventable disease—It can 


be prevented and it ought to be pre 
vented. 


The rather wide' prevalence of the 


disease In Jacksonville and through- 
out the state it taking a wide sweep 
in other states and through the na- 
tion. 
And this epidemic brings up 


the old proposition, which Is becom- 
ing more emphatic as the years go 
by, that it Is unnecessary, that 
It 


could have been prevented If every 
mother, whose child had "caught" the 
disease had done her duty. 
If she 


had taken the precaution to keep her 
youngster away from other children 
who had. it, or, it her own kid had it, 
she had done her Christian duty by 


away 


the old, old question asked just a lit- 
tle while after the Garden of Eden 
was left without a tenant—Am I my 
brother's keeper? 


The answer of the centuries has 


been emphatically, "Yes,—your broth- 
er's keeper and the keeper and pro- 
tector, so far as lies in your power, 
of all your other relatives and neigh- 
bors and the neighbors' relatives, rel- 
atives clear out to the limits of creat- 
ed human beings.

Preliminary plans for the organiza 


tion of the proposed navigation dis 
trtct to embrace the eastern and cen 
tral portions ot the state were made 
at a meeting of representatives ol 
the Various communities in the coun 
ties interested at Sanford last Fri 
•day. 


The representatives gathered 
at 


Sanford on invitation ot the Sanford 
board of trade for the purpose ot dis 
cussing the matter of forming a navi- 
gation district and taking what pre- 
liminary steps were thought advis- 
able by the representatives. 


New 
Smyrna was represented at 


the gathering by H. I. Hamilton, R. 
A. George, H. U. Bonnet, B. H. WH- 
son, H. L. Rood, J. Y. Detwiler and J. 
S. Duss. 


The purposes of such a district and 


the manner in which it can be formed 
-were explained by Attorney P. A. Vans 
Agnew of Jacksonville, who is prob- 
ably as well informed on waterway 
and drainage matters as any man in 
the state. Mr. Vans Agnew address- 
ed the delegates at the session held 
in the afternoon at the court house 
and explained that such an organiza- 
tion would mean the Improvement ot 
all waterways within the proposed 
district, and that the proposed dis- 
trict 
as 
outlined would 
embrace 


about 18 counties in the eastern and 
•central portions ot the state. 
The 


first step would be to prepare the 
•Outlines and objects and then pre- 
pare a bill for presentation to the 
utatc legislature 
with the request 


that this district be formed by spe 
«ial act. 


Mr. Vans Agnew's address of ex- 


planation was followed by a talk by 
Geo. B. Hills, representing the Ish- 
am Randolph company, who read a 
paper prepared by Dr. Randolph, who 
was detained from 
being 
present. 


This paper reviewed physical condi- 
tions of Florida and gave a glowing 
picture of the great benefits to be de- 
rived in the future by improvement 
ot its inland waterways, which are 
greater in natural opportunity than 
those of any other state. 


Following a general discussion, the 


meeting recessed, after 
naming a 


committee on resolutions to consider 
the documents submitted by the var- 
ious attendants. 
This body consist- 


ed of George Parkhlll, Jacksonville; 
B. H. Wilson, New Smyrna; Max- 
well A. Kilvert, Kenansville; Ed. F. 
Keeiel, Winter Park; A. L. White, 
Fort Myers; G. G. Ware, Leesburg 
and C. R. Walker, Santord. 


It was the opinion of the meeting 


that the most advisable first step 
was to appoint a small central com- 
mittee with full powers to act in car- 
rying out objecs of the meeting and 
to forward preparation for legislative 
action and to establish local organiz- 
ations In each county in the district 
to conduct a campaign ot public edu- 
cation regarding the object of a nav- 
igation district and the benefits to be 
secured through the development of 
the facilities afforded by the improve- 
ment of Florida's natural Inland wa- 
terways.

VEGETABLE, TRUCK AND CITRUS 


CROPS DAMAGED AND MANY 


OF CITRUS FRUIT TREES HAVE 


BEEN KILLED. 


It is impossible at this time to es 


timate the extent of the damage (lon< 
by the freezes Friday, Saturday am 
Monday nights, but it is known that 
this section of the state was hit hard 
along with almost every other section 
of Florida. The freezing temperatures 
did not reach the extreme southern 
portion of the state, but all other 
parts suffered heavily as a result of 
the cold weather. 


The lowest 
temperature 
reached 


Friday 
night was 23 degrees, ac- 


cording to the 
government ther- 


mometer at the Nordman place north 
of the city, the lowest temperature 
reached Saturday night was 19 de- 
grees, and the lowest reached Monday 
night was 28 degrees. 
Both Friday 


and Saturday nights the freezing tem- 
peratures were accompanied 
by a 


strong west wind, and this made the 
work of firing the citrus groves more 
difficult. 


The freeze coming so closely after 


the recent hot weather caused more 
damage than it it had been preceded 
by some cooler weather. 


Practically all of the citrus groves 


in this section of the state have been 
damaged and in most of the groves 
which 
were 
not 
fired, 
many ol 


the young trees have been killed, and 
some cf the large trees have suffer- 
ed the same fate.

American Telephone and Telegraph 
company to operate their long dis 
:ance line through New Smyrna, has 
not been dropped, according to a re 
port made to the city council at the 
regular meeting of that body held 
Tuesday night this week by Attorney 
Tom Stewart, and the council decid- 
ed to ask the representative of the 
telephone company to come here and 
appear before the council at an ad- 
journed meeting to be held Wednes- 
day night, February 21. 


At the time connection was made 


by the local telephone company with 
the new long distance line, the ques 
tion was raised as to whether the 
local company had the right to make 
this connection when the long dis- 
tance company has no franchise in 
New Smyrna. At that time the mat- 
ter was turned over to the city at- 
torneys with instructions 
to 
take 


what steps were necessary 
In 
the 


matter. 


Attorney Stewart took the matter 


up with the attorneys for the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph 
com 


pany and was informed that the com- 
pany has not dropped the matter ot 
obtaining a franchise here, and that 
at any time the council should desig- 
nate, a representative ot the company 
would come here to meet with the 
council and talk the franchise over. 


The application, for a franchise was 


made some time ago and a change 
was made in the franchise submit- 
ted to make it read that the tele 
phone company should pay the city 
of New Smyrna $1,000 for the fran 
chis,e. After that tlie telephone com- 
pany paid no further attention to the 
application.

Mrs. Lewis was a native of Ohio, 


n which state she was born '5 years 
ago, and where she spent har glrl- 
lood days. 


Shortly after the war between the 


tates Mr. Lewis, who was also a na- 
ive of Ohio, came to this section, and 
indlng It a place to his liking, doter- 
nlned to settle here. He went back 
o Ohio, where he was married and 
with his bride returned and settled 
here nearly 50 years ago on the place 
n Canal street which he and Mrs. 
Lewis have made their home ever 
ince. 
When they came here there 


were but four other families in the 
place, and they necessarily underwent 
many hardships during pioneer times. 


Mrs. Lewis was a woman of bright 


ntellect and much activity and in the 
aarly days was 
always 
associated 


with whatever tended to upbuild the 
own and community. 


She was a charter member of Trin- 


ty Methodist church and remained 


active worker until a short time 


before her death. 


Although old age was beginning to 


eave its mark upon her. Mrs. Lewis 
had been In reasonably good health 
until about two weeks ago, when she 
uttered a stroke of paralysis.

RESOLUTION ADOPTED SETTING 


DATE FOR PEOPLE TO VOTE 


ON THE QUESTION FOR THE 


THIRD DAY OF APRIL. 


The bond election to decide wheth- 


er the city shall issue $10.000 worth 
of bonds for the purpose of raising 
funds necessary to purchase pipe and 
complete the municipal waterworks, 
lias been called by the city council 
and the date set for Tuesday, April 3. 


The necessary resolution calling 


the election was passed by the city 
council at the regular February meet- 
ng held Tuesday night this week, 
and G. M. Marshall, G. H. Crane, L. 
W. Fisher, K. L. ClilHoa and J. J. 
Birch were named as inspectors and 
;lerks of the election. 


The date first set for the election 


was March 14th. but this was chang- 
:d because of the fact that one of the 
qualifications for voters to 
partici- 


pate in the election is that poll taxes 
must be paid by the second Saturday 
n the month preceeding the election, 
and this would give those who have 
not paid their poll taxes for this year 
only until next Saturday to get their 
poll tax receipt. By setting the date 
over into next month It will give an 
additional month for the voters to 
hus qualify. 


One-half of the bonds, $5,000, are to 


mature in ten years and the other 
half are to mature in 16 years, the 
denominations are to be $1,000 each 
and the interest rate is set at 6 per 
cent. The bonds are to be dated May 
1, 1917.

It Is a preventable disease—it can 


be prevented and it ought to be pre 
vented. 


The rather widef prevalence of the 


disease In Jacksonville and through- 
out the state IS taking a wide sweep 
in other states and through the na- 
tion. And this epidemic brings up 
the old proposition, which is becom- 
ing more emphatic as the years go 
by, that it Is unnecessary, that it 
could have been prevented If every 
mother, whose child had "caught" the 
disease had done her duty. 
If she 


bad taken the precaution to keep her 
youngster away from other children 
who had. it, or, it her own kid had it, 
she had done her Christian duty by 
keeping other women's kids 
away 


from her own infected patient. 


There used to be a deeply cherished 


notion among old fashioned mothers 
that every ch<ld had to have measles, 
•whooping-cough and other so-called 
infantile afflictions anyway and when 
any of these prevailed in the neigh- 
borhood and they weren't.so rushed 
with other affairs that they couldn't 
"tend to it" the children "might as 
well have it and be done with It," 
and so they practically invited it into 
their homes and took a week or two 
to nurse the innocent victims of ig- 


it Is equally her duty to protect her 
other children 
and the neighbor's 


children from the disease. It involves 
the old, old question asked just a lit- 
tle while after the Garden ot Eden 
was left without a tenant—Am I my 
brother's keeper? 


The answer of the centuries has 


been emphatically, "Yes,—your broth- 
er's keeper and the keeper and pro- 
tector, so far as lies in your power, 
of all your other relatives and neigh- 
bors and the neighbors' relatives, rel- 
atives clear out to the limits of creat- 
ed human beings. You can't escape 
the responsibility without neglecting 
a duty imposed by an all wise Provi- 
dence, who sees further than you 
can." 


Florida's state board of health has 


promulgated a rule that due warning 
shall be posted on the house or prem- 
ises where a case of measles exists. 
That warning means that you shall 
keep away, unless the call of human- 
ity summons your help, or unless hav- 
ing had the disease-and thereby being 
immune you may volunteer your aid 
and sympathy, but always it means 
that the children must keep away. 


When the people of this state and 


nation shall learn and head the les- 
son tnett freedom from disease of ev- 


norance and foolishness through the I ery nature Is the basis of real pros- 
malady. 
I perity, that sickness means a crip-
